air should be moving, and it should 
be conditioned as to temperature 
and humidity. 
Most of us are accustomed to 
think of ventilation only in terms 
of temperature and adequate air 
space. The question of the com­ 
fort of a room cannot be decided 
on the basis of temperature alone. 
The amount of humidity 
deter­ 
mines whether a given temperature 
Is comfortable ot not. 
The ideal temperature for com­ 
fort. health and efficiency is about 
68 to 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Pro­ 
vided the air is not too dry. When 
the humidity of the air is too low 
this temperature will .feel 
chilly. 
The principal reason 
our 
offices 
and homes are over-heated in the 
winter is because the humidity of 


To show the difficulties of pru^ 
erly humidifying a home with or­ 
dinary heating apparatus the stud­ 
ies of E. P. Lyon are interest in* 
He found that to secure 50 pe 
oent relative humidity in his resi­ 
dence in 
the winter required the 
vaporization of half a gallon 
of 
water per hour 
per 
7,000 
cubic 
feet. In most houses the change 
of air in the room due to leakage 
through windows, and doors causes 
the humidity to be reduced very 
rapidly. It requires 20 to 25 gallons 
of water to be evaporated every 24 
hours in average homes to produce 
even a fairly good result. 
Small dishes of water are entire­ 
ly inadequate. Lyon uses 12 trays 
of 30 inches long, set one over the 
other, on a radiator. Of course, 
such a procedure is entirely im­ 
practical. The reason most of us 
is too low. With very dry do not follow Mr. Lyon’s example 
air one will feel cold and uncom­ 
fortable unless the temperature Is 
close to 80 degrees Fahrenheit. 
When theaters first began to use 
cooled air In the summer time they 
usually maintained a temperature 
of about 70. But they also reduced 
j the humidity of the air so much 
that with very dry air this tem- 
! perature was too low for the com­ 
fort of their patrons. Now th e y 
reduce the humidity to a proper 
level and maintain a temperature 
of about 75.
